China's Suzerainty in Korea Always 
Resisted by tbe Japanese 
Government 



Washington, Oot. 12 — Inquiries made 
at the Japanese legation with reference to 
the view taken by officials of tbe letter of 
Mr. Chang Yon Hoon, published yesterday 
and giving China's version of the events 
which lod to the proBenb war, olioited the 
following statement : ■ 

" In tho opinion of the Japanese minister 
the rosumo which tho letter purports to give 
is both incomplete and inacourate. It pro- 
ceeds upon tbe hypothesis that Korea is tri- 
butary to China, which Japan has never ad- 
mitted and doea not now admit to be a fact. 
Mr. Kurimo does not believe that the re- 
cords of the State dopartmrnt will Bupport 
Mr. Chang's assertion that the U. S. con- 
ceded that Korea is tributary to China and 
cannot onter into treaty relations with for- 
eign powers without China's consent." 

To his mind the aotiou of the United 
StateB iu concluding an Independent treaty 
with Korea and in receiving a Korean min- 
ister aro direob proofs to the contrary, Mr. 
Chang makes the broad general statement 
that Japan has violated treaty obligations. 
He probably refers to the dispatch of Japan- 
ese troops to Korea. Under the terms of the 
Tientsin convention bctwoen Japan and 
China, the right of tho former to send troops 
to Korea is explicitly conceded. China was 
the first to send troops and then Japanese 
troops were sent for tho protection of her 
subjeots and the interests which previously 
suffered grievous Injury during similar dis- 
turbances. 

There was never tho slightest intention 
that theso troops should permanently ocoupy 
Korean torritory, as Mr. Chang alleges, and 
of this fact the Chinese government had 
official knowledge, through the solemn bb- 
suranoe of the Japaneso government long 
before there was an open rupture. The 
sole object of Japan was to effect in 
Korea a reform of those abuses which 
had caused so many complications and 
whioh had on Beveral occasions seriously 
imperilled Japanese lives and property. In 
all the negotiations preceding hostilities the 
Japaneso government showed itself willing 
to concede overy just and reasonable de- 
mand made on behalf of China, but the 
Chineso government insisted upon impos- 
sible conditions, and thereby diroctly pre- 
cipitatod the war. 

Quarantine, N. Y., Oct. 12— Prince 
Y'arnaalilnu cf Japan, accompanied by two 
of his suite, arrived by the steamer Augusta 
Victoria. When interviewed at Quarantine 
he seemed eager to loarn the latest now.i 
from tho scat of war and was highly elated 
to learn of the auccessea of the Japanese 
army and tho intended march on Pekin. Ho 
had no doubts ae to tho final success of 
Japan in her war with China. When asked 
as to what ho thought of tho probabilities of 
the intervention of other powers to atop tho 
war, he hesitated and did not seem to caro 
to answer tho question, but stated, howover, 
that he did not think tho othor powers 
would interfere in the Btrugglo. Tho Prince 
expected to meet tho Japaneso consul on his 
arrivul. Ho will remuin in town for a few 
days and will probably visit Washington bo- 
foro proceeding to San Francisco, where he 
will tuko tho stoatner for Japan. 

ROME, Oct. 12 — Tho warship Umbria 
will sail for China on Oot. 10. Tho steel 
corvotto Cristoforo Colombo, whioh oarrioa 
tho Ouko of Abruz;:i, will not sail for the 
East hut will mako a long oruiso, touching 
at Gibraltar, Morocco, Lisbon, Now York, 
and other largo ports of the U. S.

Today 
Smith mado a proposition to the polioo 
authorities to turn State's ovidence and 
mako a full confession If they would sign a 
paper guaranteeing him protection.

Propaganda to Be Prosecuted 
Throngoat ttie United King- 
dom and Colonies- 



The Scheme Began Wrong. Continued 
Wrong, and Must Be 
Changed. 



London, Oot. 12 — The Daily Nows com- 
mente to-day on tho proapeotus of a soheme 
for promoting Imperial Fodoration. The 
saheme, which wbb formulated by a body of 
publio men headed by Sir John Seely, in- 
cludes a propoaal thatooursea of lectures on 
the expediency of Imperial Federation be 
dolivered in all tho largo townB of the 
United Kingdom and tho colonies. 

This is an excollont plan," says 
tho Nows, "and appeals to all 
olaasea. Many of the lectureB will 
be espooially dosigned for workingmen's 
olubs. Aa yet no dotailed plan of federa- 
tion has been prepared, but such a one 
would be formulated by degrees after full 
discussion. The promoters regard certain 
principles ao neoesaary to tho bond of union, 
primarily the oontinuanoe of our maritime 
supremacy as the mainstay of our com- 
merce." After remarking that the new 
aoheme meanB the resumption, of tho labors 
of the Imperial League, the News con- 
tinues : 

The latter began at the wrong end, 
namely, with men of prominence leading 
and excluding the masaoa. Ib was aoon cap- 
tured by private intoroBta, especially the re- 
ciprocity men. Sir Charleo Tupper Btruck 
the league a fatal blow when he wrote thab 
its main purpoBO was to levy large 
contribution on tho colonies to sup- 
port the mother country's army and 
navy. This was not true, and Sir Charles 
atterwardB admitted his error, but the mis- 
chief was done. Imperial unity can never 
emanate from the learned political doctors. 
Ib must derivo its firat impulse from the aen- 
timentB and aspirations of tho whole people; 
we may almost say the whole race. 

"Mr. Carnegio's utterance of a larger 
hopa Bhould not bo forgotten. The people 
muBb wish for unity before unity can be any- 
thing more than a mot e transaction in state- 
craft. If the promoters suoceed in firing 
the wholo working clasa with ontfeusiaam, 
the wholo soheme will bo soon in the 
domain of practical politics. 1 1 is a crusade 
of love and truBt and race pride 
that is to be preached, Now a 
sories of political alliances will be 
negotiated. As it ia there is something 
disheartening in the aloofness of our great 
imperial masses from one another, arising 
from their ignorance of one another's per- 
sonality, taatca, pursuits and habit of 
thought. To thousands of us Canada and 
Australia and the Cape are merely places on 
the map, associated with the conception of 
high wages and oheap living. Any feeling 
of real brotherhood and common or i^in, com- 
mon destinies and a great patrimony of 
rights and duties is unknown, We muau 
change all that."

London, Oot. 12 —The Field will say to- 
morrow that Lord Dunraven has decided to 
build a challenger for the America's cap.

Remarkable Showing ou the Kuecau 
—New Denver's Banking 
Prospects. 



Cariboo Creek Development — Ship^ 
meuts of Ore— A High Opinion 
of the Slocan. 



(From tho Slocan Times.) 

J. 1>\ Bailey, a mining engineer from New 
York, who visited the Hamilton group of 
claims on Howson creek, olao the Alpha 
mine and the Reid and Robertson group, 
took away with him an extraordinarily high 
opinion of tho Slocan. 

C. Sweeny, general manager of the Bank 
of Montreal, accompanied by A. B. Buchan- 
an, was in Now Denver on Monday. It Is 
only a question now whether a brnnoh of the 
bank will bo opened in New Denvor now or 
injthe spring. 

The machinery for tho Slocan Milling 
Company's concentrator has been ahipped 
from Chicago. The timber for the mill is 
roady for shipment from Nakusp. 

The Utica Mario, at Paddy's Peak, has 
two tunnels driven it), ono 40 feet and tho 
other 20 feet. At the lower tunnel they 
have four feet of galena and carbonates. 
Ed. Burna ia foreman. Oro will not bo 
shipped until spring. A trail bIx miles long 
has been built in from Sproules. 

The Ivauhoe mine, with Captain Don- 
nelly aB superintendent and George Stafford 
shift boss, has a tunnel 40 foot. They huvo 
not yot Htruck the lead, but expect to do bo 
at about 80 feet. Frank Provost has just 
finished building the cabins and ore house. 

To judge from tho samples lately brought 
in from Cariboo and Minoral creeks, on 
Arrow lakcB, a second and grouter Trail 
Creek has hoen discovered, which will add 
greatly to the wealth and resources of West 
Kootenay. 

A most remarkable sight on the Rueoau 
is tne outcrop of solid oro on the surface. 
The galena is 8 feot S inchoa wide, and for 
that distance is solid and clean. The ledge 
has been traced for a few hundred feet and 
prospeot holes dug on it. It shows up 
clean ore all tho way, at the widest placo 
about twelve inclioB. Part of it is clean 
galena mixed with seams of oxidized oro, 
which assays 900 ounces to. tho ton. The 
clean galena is said to average §50 a Back 
There is some of the prettiost looking ruby 
silver ore on tho ground that was ever seen 
Io la not by any mi ana beyond the 
capacity of the Ruecau to ship at least 
600 tons of ore this winter, and the owners 
ore preparing to ship all thoy can. The Rue- 
can has the makings of a great mine in it. 
The upper tunnel is in 3531 feet. There 
has been continuous ore in this tunnel for 
330 feet of its entire length. Thoro is a 
raise from thia tunnel of 65 feet, and 100 
feet of the vein in length by 24 feet in 
height was sloped out last winter, and re 
suited in the shipment of about 80 tons of 
clean ore. In sinking, a very fine showing 
of ore was struck in the winzs. 

J. C. Wagner, locator of the Wagner 
gronp, reports a very favorable showing aB 
the result of development work on his owe 
group of claims. Ho haa about five feet of 
ore on the Duncan and about four feet on 
the Francis Jewel. 

(From the Nakuap Ledge.) 

Nine more locations have been taken up 
in the Cariboo Creek country. 

About thirty- three claimB will work and 
ship ore in the Slogan this winter. Times 
promise to be more prosperous there than in 
any other mining section of the Northwest. 
Tne output will probably roach 17,000 tona 
by next spring. The town of Three Forks 
is building up very fast and anticipates a 
large amount of business. The output of 
the mines this winter will bo more than 
double tho entire output of the Slocan up to 
date. The Grady group on Four-Mile creek 
ia shipping 10 tons of ore a day to the rail- 
road at, RoBebery. This ore goeB to Omaha 
via the C. P. R. It is reported to run about 
125 ounces of silver to the ton and about 70 
per cent. lead. The Fisher Maidon is also 
getting ready to ship a lot of high grade dry 
ore. 

A wagon road is being built from Three 
Forks to the Idaho baBin. This will serve 
the Idaho, Alarno, St. John, Cumberland, 
Democrat, Young Dominion, Queen BeBB 
and other mines. Tho output of this one 
basin this winter should be not less than 
3.000 tona. The Montana Chief will ship 
probably 700 tons. Finoh & Campbell are 
building a trail to and erecting winter 
quarters at tho Wonderful and will ship 
500 tona. Oa the Bouth fork of Sandon 
creek the Ruth, which haB already shipped 
one carload, and the Wills group, owned by 
Moore, Humphreys & Blockaller, on which 
thirty men are at work will bIbo be heavy 
Bhippsrs. v 

The Slooan Star will commonco shipping 
when the snosv comos, and already 850 tonB 
of ore from the mine are Btored ut Three 
Forks. More than 1,000 tona will La taken 
out of the Star this winter. Ou the Noble 
Five group they uro mining and sacking 
now and will probably ship 2,000 tone. Tho 
Duadman is being oponed up and will make 
big BhipmentB, as also tho Rico, which 
should he good for 1,000 tona or so. The 
Bluobird has been worked all eummor and 
will have from 500 to 700 tons to ahip. S. S. 
B iyley at the Payne will probably ship from 
300 to 500 tons. Tho Idaho No. 2 and 
Dunderhorg will mako good-sized shipments 
liko their neighbors. Tho McDonald Bros, 
arc in shapo irom 500 to 700 tons, and tho 
Dardanelles and other mines in that vicinity 
will bo big producers. 

Contracts aro being lot to various paokorB 
and toamatera to bring oro to tho Forks. 
Tho rates of hauling aro low in many cuscb, 
8<>mo of tho contractors not being familiar 
with tho packing of oro down steop moun- 
tain trails filled with many foot of snow.

The President Urged to Endorse tho Camll- 
datnre for tho Governorship of the 
New York Senator. 

Washington, Oct. 12 —If tho President 
were to return to Washington and consult 
his cabinet as to what the administration 
attitude towards the New York campaign 
Bhould be, he would discover at least two 
Becretaries who believe that he ought to 
write a letter endorsing the regular tioket 
headed by Senator Hill. Neither secretary 
has met Hilleioept on the moBt formal oc- 
casions, and their sentiments are in no wise 
influenced by personal feelings towards the 
senator. Hill as a presidential oandidate 
haa been vigorously opposed by both, and 
their ia no likelihood of their ever agreeing 
to his nomination. Both secrotarlea share 
the conviction that defeat in New York can- 
not fail to reflect on the administration and 
to aerioualy jeopardii? party euccesB in tbo 
future But President 'Cleveland haa not 
written to a single membor of tho cabinet 
with the poBsible exception of Socrotary La- 
mont, and has not given any advioe. 

Colonel Liniont insists that ho haa re- 
ceived no word from Gray Gabloa, but his 
movements during tho last threo days 
would indicate that ho haa not hoen kept 
wholly in the dark aa to the President's 
views. It ia no socrot that Mr. Lamont 
does not believe that Senator Hill would be 
elected and it is understood that ho has 
talked in a discouraging strain with several 
Democratic leaders. He is not using any of 
hie iniluonco to promote tho success of the 
ticket. Tho politicians havo not ontirely 
deapairod of securing a lotter of endorse- 
ment from tho President. Wero it not for 
tho fact that the leaders hesitate to break in 
on Mr. Cleveland's vacation thero ia no 
doubt that several prominent Democrats 
would have mado a trip to Buzz ird's bay be- 
foro this to urge the Proaident to como out 
in support of the New York ticket.

Declaration of Principles of tho National 
Assoclatlon-A Spirit Picture. 

Washington, Oct. 12.— Tho convention 
of the National Spiritualists' Association 
oatne to an end yoBterday.

China Said to Be Anxious for Peace— 
The Beginninjr of a 
Great War. 



Japanese Enthusiasm— Every Subject 
Pit for Service Ready to Go 
to the Front 



LONDON, Oct. 12.— A Shanghai dispatch 
Bays a rumor is in circulation thero that 
China has Bought to patch up peaco with 
Japan by acknowledging an indemnity 
equal to tho war expenditures of that 
country. 

A Tokio dispatch Bays Korea being cleared 
of tho Chinese, an opportunity haB arrived 
for Japan to undertake tho thorough inter- 
nal reform of tho government of tho coun- 
try. For this purposo tho Japanese minis- 
ter of the interior will prcceed at onco to 
Korea. Advices from Nankin report tho 
outbreak of the Kolaibwcn aooiety fifty 
milea from Hankow. All is (juiet at Wu- 
chang, but foreigners are not allowed to re. 
main there. 

A dispatch to the Poll Mall Gazette from 
Yokohama says : " Otori Keisuke, tho Jap. 
aneeo soldier and diplomat, huB been recalled 
owing to his failure to effect Japaneao re- 
forms in Korea. Count Inouye, the Japan- 
eso ininiBttr of the interior, will Bhortly pro- 
ceed to Korea, " 

Tho Pall Mall Gazette publishes an inter- 
view with a leading Chinese ollioial in Lon- 
don, in which he Buys with the oxception of 
tho naval battlo at Yalu not a serioua blow 
hue been struck at China. ThiB, ho said, 
was merely tho beginning of a great war. 
He denied that tho battle at Ping Yang was 
a crushing defeat for tho Chinese. When 
hostilities aro ronowed on a largo acalo ho 
declares that China will produce an ample 
number of warships. 

Los Anoelbs, (Jut , Oc. 12 — Humphrey 
P. Kendnck, a prominent merchant of this 
city, returned this morning (rom a four 
monthh' business trip to Japan. Ho escaped 
the in ter view ei h »l Sun Francisco. Ho 
talked reluctant ^bout the war. He 
thinks tho conll o„ disuBtroua from a com- 
mercial point cf view, and thiuks oven if 
tho Japanese should be victorious it will 
take yoarB to recoup the lcses. At Yoko- 
hama. Tokio, Kobe, Ojaki, tlio old capital, 
and throughout tho ompiro, Kendrick BayB, 
ho never saw anythirg like tho enthusiasm 
displayed. This is added to by 
tho aotion of tho Mikado in going 
before the peoplo uncovered and in per- 
sonally directing the movomenta of 
the troops, When tho Emporor went to the 
front at Hiroahima tho wildest enthusiasm 
was displayed. In going through Tokio tho 
population turned out en masse. So far 
there ia littlo doubt that the training of the 
JopH will roBiilt in tlioir boing victorious.

THE BRITISH FARMER. 

The advocates of free trade in Canada say 
very little indeed about tho condition to 
whioh free trade has reduced tho British 
farmer. They know that the free Imports 
tion of foodatuffa of all kinda into Groat Bri 
tain has done vciy much to injure the Bri- 
tish farmer and to impoverish the land 
owner. This state of things is admitted and 
deplored, not by the advocates of proteotiou 
and fair trade alone, but by the newspapers 
and the men who are the stiongeat believers 
in free trade. 

Taking up by ohanoe a copy of tho Lon 
don Daily Telegraph of tho 26 ih September, 
wo see in it an artiole on the debate on the 
question " v\ hether or not it was proper 
and possible to render thanks to Hoaven for 
the recent harvost," containing Borne facta 
whioh, we venture to say, Canadian free 
trade newspapers will not voluntarily lay 
before their readers. The Tolegraph, after 
expatiating upon the very low price of 
wheat and barley in tho English market, 
goes on to say : 

Soven thillinga for a sack of sifted wheat ! 
Of CDUrso at suoh a figure there is no ques- 
tion about profit. The hapless farmor grows 
suoh a parcel at a dead loss all round of 
about £1 per acre, evon if he 
harvested five quarters to the acre, 
Ic did not pay him to grow wheat 
at last year's returns, and if be, had 
his land for nothing, a sovereign a quarter 
would not recoup him for hia outgoings and 
his labor, In simple words, wheat has come 
to spell ruin to the British cultivator, who 
seos himself producing tho stalT of life at 
quotations whioh do not leave him a crust 
to nibble for himself. Ho ia undersold by 
the cheap aropa of Rueeia, India, America 
and tho Aruoulino Republic, the laBt of 
whioh ia perhaps the only competitor whioh, 
gold beiui; at buch a premium there, can 
atill afford to go on Bonding grain into such 

a market Cannot ho (the 

dweller in towns) understand that it mukes 
much diiforeuce to himself whothor mouoy 
goes out of linglaud to buy foreign wheat 
or Btays in the country to purchase 
it horo. In tho lattior and happier case tho 
cash circulates in a manner promoting gen 
eral prosperity. In the former caso it ia us 
gold thrown into tho sea aa far as tho homo 
oouutry is concerned. Tho point has long 
ago boon passed when tho urtisan got his 
loaf cheaper because tho farmer wua under 
paid. 

Tho English journalist ia indignant at tho 
Govornment being apparently blind to this 
unhappy stato of things, und taking no 
measures to improvo in some way tho posi 
tion of tho farmer, who iB struggling under 
conditions so cruolly advorao to his intoroats. 
Ho gooa on to say : 

Have we then some romedy ready 
whioh will euro this perpetual sink 
ing in tho price of whoat. Frankly 
nono. Thoso who bast understand 
tho subject dogmatiso least about it; but 
what wo do say is that tho Legislature aod 
the Government commanding it aro bound 
to givo tho problem their moot oarneat con- 
sideration, InBtead of doing this they have 
frittered tho national timo away ovor tho 
domands of Home Ruloru who would not oara 
if all England starved to-morrow. And 
whon they aro not busy with thiB and other 
fads they havo been rather laying burdens 
upon tho land than trying to lighten its 
load. Tho land griovanoo in England is ten 
times greater than any real grievance in Ire- 
land, but has been uumo with u thousand- 
fold moro patience. Tho timo, howovor, 
is comu when tho farmers of Eugland must 
and will bo hoard unless they aro to bo 
ground down into tho doat whioh they cul- 
tivate by the whoolH of an iuexorablo systoni 
and the atlilutl weight of Radioed finanue. 

Who would think that this piteous moan 



and this strong and bitter protest was made 
by a free trade journal in a free trade coun- 
try and directed against the "inexorable 
system " of free trade 1 lb seems to us that 
ib is rather the want of oourago than the 
want of knowledge that prevents tho Tele- 
graph from pointing out the remody which 
it indlootea very clearly in more than 
ono plaoo in tho passages wo 
havo quoted. But, so Sir John 
Macdonald told somo English publio men 
with whom ho convoreod in London, "free 
trade has become a superstition in England," 
and, as all thinking men know, superBti- 
tioos aro intolerant and cruel. If tho Tele- 
graph oamo out, as it evidently sooms in- 
clined to do, in favor of protootion to tho 
British farmer, a hue and cry would be 
raised against ib, it would loso its prestige 
as a journal and it would havo to fight its 
way baok to itapreBont position in tho face 
of a thousand adverse influences. Tho atrug. 
gle would bo a severe one from overy point 
of view, and ib is not surprising that the 
Telegraph shrinks from engaging in it. But 
it is very clear from its own showing that 
the contost aaunob bo far off. Tho " inexor- 
able system " must cease to bo inoxorablo or 
British agriculture must calculate upon fao- 

ing ruin. 

RUSSIAN HOSPITALITY. 

So muoh ban bceu heard about tho cruel 
way in which Jews aro treated in RuBBia 
and tho indignities to whioh men and wo. 
cronoftbat ancient race, of high standing, 
aro obliged to submit at the hands of Russian 
officials that ib is a relief to find that ono 
Jewish gentleman, when ho visited RusBia, 
h\d nothing to complain of. Rabbi Kraus- 
kopf, ot Philadelphia, went to Ruasia in 
Juno last for the express purpoeo of inquir- 
ing into tbo condition of his co-religioniats 
in that country, and to see if something 
could not be done to ameliorate their condi- 
tion without thoir being compelled to emi- 
grate to America or anywhere else. In u lot- 
tor to his frieudfl at home Dr. Krauskopf 
ia a pleasant and lively way relates his ex- 
perience of Russian officials from tho highest 
to the lowest. When ho landed in Rutsia 
he fully expected to be refused permission 
to reside in it for even a day. Tho news of 
hia coming and of his errand had preceded 
him, and he feared that as soon as the cub 
toms official heard his name ho would be 
told, nob too politely, that he could not land 
in Russia. He was, however, agreeably 
surprised whon tho offioial after making a 
sioglo inquiry sealed his passport and he 
was at liberty to go where he ploaeed. Hia 
bnggage bad been carefully examined and 
the books that wore in it wisely scanned by 
an official who very likely did not under 
stand a word that he saw, and overythlng 
was pronounced O. K. by its equivalent in 
Russian. This i> how the Rabbi describes 
hia interview with the Russian official : 

He addressed rne in the RuBBian languago, 
which I guessed to be an enquiry after my 
name, and guessed right. Ho next honored 
me with a look from top to bottom and from 
bottom to top, and, not wishing to seem 
wanting in courtesy, I returned the compli. 
ment, fortunately for both of us, asnoither 
of us was vory tall, it took neither of us 
long. I could scarcely trust my eyos when, 
without another question, he pressed a seal 
on my passport and handed it to me, which 
I quickly took from him with a sincorely 
meant " Thank you," and as quickly pounced 
into ao omnibus of the Hotel d' Europe 
which stood waiting. Inwardly I rejoiced 
not a little over this first triumph. 

During hia three days' residence in St, 
Petersburg he was not interfered with in 
any way by the authorities. He was aa freo 
to conie and go ua any resident of the city 
of any race or any roligion. 

Dr. Krauskopf through the intervention 
of the United States Minister obtained an 
interview with the Genoral Procurator and 
the Finance Ministor. He was troatcd with 
the greatest courtesy and consideration, and 
was promised assistance in carrying out his 
scheme, whioh was to aettle destitute Jews 
on land in Russia. In a memorial addressed 
to the Minister of Finance, ho asked tho 
Government for a grant of " arable and cul- 
tivatable land " sufficient for his purpose. 
Tho requeBt has not yet been granted, but 
tho Rabbi sinco his return to Philadelphia 
has rcoalved word from tho United States 
ambassador that " encouraging progress has 
been made toward tho plan of colonizing tho 
Jowb in RusBia, and that tho Russian Gov- 
ernment bad officially asked him to furnish 
it with the details of his investigating tour." 
From this wo are led to conclude that tho 
Russian is not bo black as ho has been 
painted by some American travellers. Dr. 
Krauskopf at u ny rate ia evidontly inclined 
to praiso the bridge that carried him ovor. 



of Euclid. If the vital principle is extin- 
guished death ensuos. Will this assertion 
bo controverted ? The extinction of the 
vital prinoiple of Boolety, however, is tho 
task organio labor is systematically working 
at, and a large majority of people are moro 
or less winking at it from lack of discern- 
ment, from fuddled seutimentalism, from 
aelf-abaorbed indolence or from moral nerv- 
ousuesH. 

The learnod ProfoRsor goes on to try to 
eouvinco his roaders that souiety is living 
above a volcano whioh may at any moment 
burst and do incalculable destruction. It is 
evident that ho Iiub IobI his faith inhuman 
nature and in the common sense of mankind. 
It is hardly to bo expected that organizod 
labor will go to work to deliberately 
produoo a state of things in which thero will 
be no reason for its existence. Destroy civ- 
ilization, deprive law of itB power to pro- 
tect property, make economy and thrift a 
crime, and what use will there be for organ- 
ized labor? What is there for organized 
labor to do among tho savages of Central 
Africa ? It ia evident that if organizod labor 
should act in tho way that Protestor Von 
Hoist describes, it would oommib suicido in 
tho moat wilful and deliborato manner pos- 
sible. If tho leadora of organized labor do 
not Bee this cloarly thoy must be as blind aa 
bata, 



A PESSIMIST. 



Tho labor quostion ia at present ongaging 
tho attention of some of tho world's deepest 
thinkers nod greatest philanthropists. 
Thero aro somo who believe that tho situa 
tion is Borioua, bub that the different claeaoa 
will gradually and without any ruinoua (lis 
turbanoe find what aro tho best relations 
and adapt themselves to them. Matters, 
they believe, in tho field of labor will in 
timo right themselves, and any attompt to 
adjust them hastily and artificially will bo 
likely to do moro harm than good. 

Thero are others, however, who do 
nob tako this optimistio view, and who 
do not boiiovo in this laiasez /aire 
policy, Thoy prodiot that ti-joioty will bo 
terribly convulsed in the near future und 
tloolare that it should preparo itBolf for tho 
shock. Amoot; theBO is Professor H. Von 
Hoist, who is described aa an eminent his- 
torian now oonneoted with tho University 
of Chicago. Ho says in an artiolo in Tho 
Journal of Political Economy, " I havo be- 
ooiiio convinced that wo aro fast drifting 
into a more uppullirg crisis oven than tho 
Civil War," and then goos on to say : 

At preHcnb nothing loss than tho proaorva- 
tlon of society is at issuo. Nino hundred 
und ninoty-nino out of a thousand will not 
only doom thia assertion extravagant, 
but dismiss ib at once as a solf- 
evidonb absurdity. Still it is as de- 
monstrable a fact as any proposition

CANADIAN QUARANTINE. 

Tho Amorican Public Health Association 
hold its mtating in Montroal a woek or two 
ago. Tho subject of quarantine was natur- 
ally ono of tho topics of discussion. It 
sooms that tho Uuitod States members had 
doubts about tho tflioienoy of the quarantine 
arrangements at Groeso Islo. They there- 
fore eug^rly acceptod on invitation to ex- 
amine them. Tho visitors were taken over the 
buildings and bad overy part and process of 
tho work fully explained by tho medical 
officer of tho station, Dr. Montizambort, 
who answered all inquiries and satisfied 
those present that tho work of the station 
wub thoroughly and efficiently performed. 
At the meoting hold after tho visit had been 
made every apenker approved of What they 
had ssen at Grosso Isle, tho work that ia be- 
ing dono there und the methods adopted to 
prevent dangerous diseases from being in- 
troduced into the Dominion. A prominent 
United States offioial declared that they 
camo there to oriticise, but they saw nothing 
to find fault with. This is mosb satisfac- 
tory, and wo have no doubt that in time 
the Pacific Quarantine Station will in all its 
appointments bo aa perfect as the one at 
Grosse Isle.

Retarding luflneucps Still at Work— 
The Failures and Liabilities 
as Rpported- 



New Youk, Out. 12 — BradstreoU' to- 
morrow will say : An accentuation of fuv- 
orablo features ia rovealed In tho tele- 
graphed roporte to Bradstreet's thiB week. 
While advices bb to the moat marked im- 
provement come from tho West and South, 
there are BOtne encouraging foatures also re- 
ported from the Kiat, and tho net reeult of 
tho week's business has been progress in 
the direction of enlarged distribution. 
Cereals havo not ohangod on the week. A 
heavy outting of the prices of refined sugar 
is reported throughout the West 
owing to the efforts of grocers to 
dispoao of the largo stooks carried by' 
them in anticipation of tariff ohuogos. The 
stock market is very dull and exhibits a 
partial recovery from the depression created 
by fears of an nulfl >w cf spucio. Tho bank 
clearings at 72 oities for the week ending 
Thursday aggregate 8927,428,877, a decrease 
from last week of 7 5 per cent., but an in 
creaso of 3 per cpnr. ovor tho same week last 
year, although 21. 7 per coDt. smaller than 
thiB week two years ago. Export tracU ia 
activo at San Franciaco aud a number of ves- 
sels are being chartered for wheat shipments 
Trade is very aotivo in Canadu, 
though a slackening in demand is 
noted from September activity. 

R. (i. Dun will Bay to-morrow : Business 
is still waiting for the development of retail 
trade. Ther« is a little hotter demand in 
some industries, but not so good in others. 
Wholesale doalei a in nearly all branchea are 
halting, because retail business does not yet 
show what it is to be. Lower prices for the 
groat farm staples and lower wages in some 
establishments, hinder purohasea for con- 
sumption, while political interest and 
uncertainty have some retarding influence. 
The government orop reports are not greatly 
truaied, and men calmly reckon that, if the 
government repcrt indicates ovor 400,000,- 
000 busheU of wheat the crop muat bo ovor 
500,000 000 buahels, and in conse- 
quence the price is Blightly lower. The 
failures for tho week pnding October 7 show 
liabilities of $1,714,270, of which $S05,SS5 
are of manufacturing and §892,391 ut trad- 
ing concerns. The failutea for tho week 
have b en 2.'il in the United States against 
393 last year, and 43 in Cinada against 42 
hat year. 

AFFAIRS 1N_D0JIINICA. 

The Population Discontented on Account of 
Existl ne Poverty. 

London, Oot. 12 — The report of Sir Rob- 
ert Humiltor, the foonmisdioi o- sent to in- 
quire in'o the afiVra of tho island of Domir - 
ic>, W. I., says that tho population cf the 
island, estimated at 30,000 persons, ia dis- 
contented on account of thetxisting poverty 
whioh is Baid to be duo to defective adminit- 
trition. The report aays that the poorer 
classes are too hoavily taxed and suggests 
among a number of economic and adminis- 
trative reforms that the island bo withdrawn 
from the Leeward islands federation and 
placed under the control of a lieutenant- 
governor. Tho report concludes that Dom- 
inica has a great future before it if these re- 
forms are carried out.

Quito recently a country store stock 
was sold off by auction in lots to suit 
purchasers. 

Tho sale, which had been well aclvor 
tised by circulars distributed throughout 
the country,drew a large crowd of sturdy 
farmers and their good wives ; tho bid- 
ding was fast and spirited, and good 
prices wero reali/.ed for all useful and 
staple goods. 

Amongst the vast variety of articles put 
up for sale were two lots uf package dyes 
for household dyeing. Tho auctioneer 
announced that he would first disposo of 
the "Diamond Dyes," goods that overy 
farmer and farmer's wife knew well and 
favorably. The women, being most in- 
terested in these goods, did tho bidding, 
and in ten minutes timo, sonio six gross 
of the "Diamond Dyes" were sold to 
anxious buyers. 

The other dyes wore then brought for- 
ward, and introduced by some oriental 
name. Said tho Auctioneer: "I give 
you the name of these dyes, but I know 
little about their manufacture or 
qualities ; come, give me a bid, any 
price." 

Thore was no response — not a bid to 
encourage the auctioneer's heart. Seeing 
that time was being lost, and anxious to 
got rid of tboso dyes at any price, tho 
auctioneer, in a joking way, said: "You 
surely want your garden fences and barns 
painted ; if these dyes are not good 
enough to color your dresses, shawls, 
jackets, coats, silks and ribbons, they 
will surely do for common wood paint- 
ing." 

Tho idea was a novel ono — it was a re- 
velation — and seemed to meet with tho 
favor of a few, and for a small price, tho 
ontiro Htock of worthless dyes designated 
by a high sounding name, was sold to ono 
farmer, who was heartily laughed at.

She Gossips About tho Funny Things She 
Saw While mi Hor Usuul Summer Voca- 
tion In Europe — A Doj; Paradlso and a 
Ilorso Inrerno.

'HjTK^ T HAS boon my invariable 
■ i mid unvarying custom of 
lato years to spend my 
(^summers in Europe. All 
u ' tho joys of sauntering 
through shops and gazing at bargains, 
which less hardworked women can 
spread over an entiro year are in my 
caso crowded into two brief months, and 
possibly tho briefness of my holiday so 
intensifies my powers of observation 
that I take moro notes in the two 
months aforesaid of the places whern I 
idlo cheerily than others collect in tho 
course of tho whole year. Haste invaria- 
bly concentrates one's keener percep- 
tions unless it makes one W<- u:tn's 
bond utterly, and, happily for myaolf, .1 
do not come under the latter category. 
Atone time the Mecca of Americans 
was Paris. Thither did our country peo 1 
plo flock i:i large numbers, and therein 
did they expend large sums nndcr tho 
lavish regime of the second empire, l^iit 
Paris is no longer what it used to be. 
Prices have gone up, and pleasures havo 
departed, and we are used t.i tho repub- 
lican form of government at homo, and 
wo like an entire change when wo go 
abroad, so tho inquiring tourists of 
these latter days set sail in the spring- 
time and direct themselves straight to- 
ward London. 

London has a peculiar and decided 
attraction of its own. When tho train 
lumbers solemnly over the roofs of sub- 
urban houses and our nostrils are greet- 
ed by the first whiff of that smoky at- 
mosphere so characteristic of London 
air, the average 'American feels a dis- 
tinct thrill of pleasure. And when our 
"boxes" (no one but elephants havo 
trunks in England) are piled in an in- 
secure fashion onto]) of a "growler" 
(tho modern English for a four wheeled 
cab) and we start on our way to a hotel, 
where we know wowill be uncomfortablo 
and pay very dearly for that privilege, 
then wo feat that we are in tho seventh 
heaven of delight, for London in tho 
season is a vry charming place. 

What strikes ouo very forcibly is tho 
splomlid audacity of tho inhabitants. 
No London hostess ever dreams in her 
hospitable intents that the weather may 
be mipropiti )ns. When tho rain is rain- 
ing every <!;Ty in that hard and persist- 
ent, manner so characteristic of the 
English climate, tho blooming English 
matrons will settle down to their writ- 
ing tables and launch invitations to a 
garden party with a coolness that is 
born partly of their belief in their own 
good luck, and partly of implicit confi- 
dence in tho clerk of tho weather. Cer- 
tainly tho London garden parties are 
most charming functions, the brilliant 
toilets, tho multicolored parasols and 
flower decked headgear of tho women 
showing most picturesquely against tho 
vivid green of tho turf and tho darker 
verdure of tho lino old trees that adorn 
so many gardens, oven in tho heart of 
tho great city, for it must bo admitted 
that tho weather is often considerate 
and refrains from rain for awhile to en- 
ablo tho garden festivity to pass off 
with celat. Tho garden party is not a 
function that has much chance of being 
acclimatized in Paris, however. The 
conservative French will havo nono of 
it. A Frenchwoman likes to show her 
artistically artificial solf under tho 
subdued glow of caudlo light. A 
French hostess who owned a su- 
perb garden decided on adopting the 
English fashion and sent forth many 
convocations to afternoon tea and music: 
in the open air, but all tho French fe- 
male contingent, with calm decision, re- 
fused in a serried phalanx, so she Was 
obliged to recall her invitations and re- 
place her afternoon by an evening par- 
ty, when the garden was hung with 
Venetian lanterns, and the light was 
most exquisitely subdued and very be- 
coming to tho French complexions. 

Anglo-Saxon women, however, bravo 
the clear light of day with perfect 
equanimity, and it must be said thai 
tho lilies and roses of English skins can 
often face tho sunlight with impunity. 

Another peculiarity of the London 
season, which is caused by all its dissi- 
pations being concentrated into a littlo 
less than three short months, is tiiat you 
nevor have time to enjoy anything prop- 
erly. Yon float from a lunch party, from 
which you havo to rush at an unseemly 
hour, so soon as you rise from table, to 
go to an afternoon tea, say, in Kensing- 
ton, tho other end of London, from your 
lunch party. You then proceed to drive, 
as it seems to yourself, for ages. If you 
are in a hurry, you are certain to be 
blocked on Piccadilly and v.asto idle 
moments contemplating tho carriage in 
front of yau and admiring tho force and 
directness of objurgation of which tho 
English language is capable when used 
by drivers. You reach your destination, 
you meet somo particularly interesting 
people, you tiro having an extremely 
pleasant time, when tho dismal thought 
strikes you that you havo made a posi- 
tive promise to meet some friends at an- 
other reception in a diametrically op- 
posite direction, so you drive for more 
untold ages and reach your destination 
at a fiendishly lato hour, and by direct 
count eompute that you havo spent two- 
thirds of the afternoon in trying to get 
from place to place. Many people mako 
nago resolutions to go but, to ono place 
in nn afternoon, but I have yet to know 
of any ono who has adhered to that vir- 
tuous resolve. Every one in London is 



liko poor Joe — thoyaro otornally "mov- 
ing on"— and although wo mourn loud- 
ly ovor tho necessity and the inevitable 
fatigue wo never soem inclined to relin- 
quish that habit. 

But, alas I tho season in London is 
crowded, fatiguing, dolightrul and 
brief, and thero coinos inevitably ono 
fine morning when tho American who 
has been treated with immense and 
charming hospitality, Mr. Ward Mc- 
Allister to tho contrary notwithstand- 
ing, realizes that tho season i3 drawing 
to its close 

There aro still things ahead, it is 
truo, but ouo is desporatoly tired, and 
tho Goodwood races aro approaching, 
which rings tho knoll of tho London 
gayety. Besides ono's wardrobo is in u 
stato of desperate dilapidation. So the 
enterprising tourist sits gloomily and 
gazes at tho svreek of her liuory and de- 
cides that Paris is tho next move, for 
thoro, liko a ship in tho drydoek, sho 
can bo quiet and refitted. No sooner said 
than done. Seven hours by rail, au hour 
by sea on that silver streak, the crossing 
of which General Shoridau defined as 
involving a certainty of purgatory and 
a chance of — woll, never mind — and wo 
steam into tho city known as tho para- 
dise of dogs and the inferno of horses. 
Paris and Constantinople are tho two 
cities that aro supposod to possess tho 
maximum of tho canino population. 
Certainly they aro spoiled and petted in 
Paris, and every one — tho porter who 
unloads your luggage, tho cabman that 
transports it, tho concierge that takes 
in your letters and ovon tho market 
woman who sells fruit on a littlo bar- 
row- — overy ono you meet has a dog at 
his or her heels. And they aro sociablo 
quadrupeds, too, and though they aro 
usually undisguised and unmitigated 
mongrels neither they nor their owners 
seem aware of tho fact. 

For a very amusing expedition wo 
would recommend our readers to go 
to ono of tho thrco canino tailors in 
Paris — two on tho Palais Royal and one 
in a side street — whero all sorts of dog- 
gish attire is put up for sale. These, of 
course, aro for dogs of high degree, and 
tho prices wero quite as great in pro- 
portion as Worth would charge for bis 
swollcst creations. Thero was displayed 
to us a traveling ulster in white wool 
for "mountain wear," with a largo 
White hood, under which tho pointed 
noso and bright eyes of a black and tan 
appeared with monastic gravity of as- 
pect. Here was a waterproof coat of 
dark bluo buttoned along tho spiuo and 
with tho four legs incased in tho worst- 
ed stocking, finished by tiny water- 
proof shoes. This was for tho dog to 
wear in the wet. An extremely swell 
coat was in dark red velvet edged with 
a tiny border of white fur and with in- 
itials and coronet in gold embroidered 
on the leftside. 

Another simple traveling coat was in 
plain dark cloth, closed with a leather 
strap, and tho strap was finished by a 
small handle, liko a baskot, so that your 
pot could bo carried as if be wero a 
bundlo of shawls, which would certain 
ly bo a grave affront to his dignity. This 
coat bad a tiny outside pocket, presum 
ably for a handkerchief. Then thero 
wero harnesses of all kinds, with a lead- 
ing string to match. Ono particularly, 
which Was charming, was in pale pink 
leather, studded with gold, with a bunch 
of artificial violets as an appropriate 
finish. Then there wero hoods to keep 
tho sensitivo ears of tho canino darling 
from cold when ho drove out. They 
wore very elegant hoods, dark blue 
lined with red being particularly fetch- 
ing. Attached to this and detachable at 
will was a fashionably undulated coach- 
man's capo in tho samo colors. When 
tho capo was on, tho forlorn dog looked 
very liko a monkey on a hand organ and 
seemed keenly sensitivo to tho absurdity 
of his own appearance. Then thero wero 
funny littlo nightshirts for tho favored 
pets that share thoir owner's couch 
made of tho finest cambric, embroidered 
with dark red and with a lace frill 
around tho throat, or for traveling in 
red flannel. In this manner ono can 
anoint long haired dogs for tho improve- 
ment of their coats without soiling ray 
lady's embroidered sheets. Somo of the 
nightgowns havo nightcaps attached 
in caso tho dog's ears need treatment. 

Tho fashionable dog of Paris, tho 
handsome and shaggy French poodle, is 
really a very difficult animal to keep in 
order. If he is not neatly dipped overy 
month, ho is a very shabby creature, 
and his washing is a matter of much 
timo and great care. Still in Paris de- 
mand creates supply, and every morn- 
ing in winter a melancholy, monoto- 
nous cry may bo heard proceeding up and 
down tin' principal streets of Paris: 
"Clip your dogs! Here is tho clipper!" 

In summer the sight is moro pictur- 
esque. The dog washer and dog clipper 
installs himself with majesty on the 
banks of the Seine. Thither como his 
regular customers with their respective 
dogs to have them put in good order. 
Pricos of course vary. A short haired 
dog can bo washed for the modest sum 
of u cents, soap and towel extra, which 
the owner is at liberty to provide. Poo- 
dles, on tho other hand, if artistically 
clipped, washed and combed, cost as 
much ns 80 cents for tho entiro opera- 
tion, but after which they emerge vi- 
sions of fluffy and curled loveliness. It 
is a picturesque sight, if you are sailing 
up the Seine, to watch the proceedings of 
tho dog washers, with the buckets 
wherewith they souso their hapless vic- 
tims neatly rouged before them. They 
aro painted dark green, these buckets, 
with their owner's profession in largo 
yellow letters upon them. They aro 
marked alternately "washer" or "clip- 
per," and on warm summer afternoons 
all sorts and conditions of dogs sport 
around thorn — perky water spaniels and 
Newfoundlands, who, after their bath, 
swim vigorously in quest of sticks; 
wretched mongrels, who know what 
awaits them and flee madly, to tho great 
enjoyment of every ono but tho owner 
and tho wnshor, who havo to catch 
them, while a sories of liowls coiuo 
from a shed in tho background, whero 
tho completed dogs are predicting suffer- 
ing to unwashed comrades, thus causing 
a chorus of lainontations— and the neigh

Copies will be distri- 
buted to the varioua lumbering firma. 

Next came a communication from Messrs. 
McPnillips, Woolton & Barnard, onoloslng a 
potition from tho Chineae opium firma 
pointing out that by tho closing down of tho 
refineries here a numborof Chinese had been 
thrown out of employment, and asking the 
government to charge tho $1 a pound duty 
on crude, opium alone, allowing the leaves 
and Covering of the ball to come in free aa 
tare. This would onablo the firma to com- 
pote successfully in tho United States 
market. The board waB asked to endorso 
the potition. Some little discussion went 
on, und Mr. Hall finally moved that the 
petition be referred to tho council of tho 
board. 

Mr. F. B. Gregory maintained that the 
matter could not come up for discussion, no 
notice having been given. On reference to 
tho by laws ib was found that r.o notice 
having been given a disoussion could only 
ensue on the consent of two-thirds of the 
members present at the mooting. 

The Choir immediately put tho question, 
and on its being votod down declared the 
potiiiun and communication out of order. 

A communication from F. J. Ciaxton was 
for tho same reason ruled out of order. 

The Chair stated that happily thore was 
one thing that notice had been given of — 
the advertising of Victoria. Ho mentioned 
that Lord Brassoy unfortunately could not 
change his arrangements, or that gentlom.m 
would have beeu pleaBed to have addressed 
a meeting of tho board. While here Lord 
Braaaey had been impressed with the faot 
that the opening up of China, which would 
likely i'C" ,u from the pre«ont war, «nd tho 
large market that would be created for COai 
in the Orient, would be of great advantage 
to Britibh Columbia coil mines, and that it 
would bo well to diffuse information in tho 
Orient and Australia aa to British Colum- 
bia's resources. Tho queation was, how 
ahould Victoria be advortiBed ? 

In reference to tho harbor, Mr. Seabrook 
remarked that a chart had been made by 
Mr. F. C. Gamble, the Dominion govern- 
ment engineer, showing that at dead lo<v 
water there wbb 30 feet of water alongside 
the outer wharves. 

Dealing with the discussion of tho beet 
meana for advertising the City and Province, 
tho Chair remarked that bueineas men from 
British Columbia visiting Japan had found 
a lack of information about this Province, 
and hud suggested that something be dono 
to remedy thia itate of thinga. 

Mr. Brownlee thought, aa the queation 
waa such a large one, a special committee 
ahou'd be appointed to report to the Board. 

Mr. Ellis expressed the opinion that a 
well illustrated pamphlet with statistics 
and other information, showing tbo 
opportunities for the investment of 
capital should be oompiled in an attractive 
and concise form. Copiea ahould be distri- 
buted in large numbers all over the world 
from central points at the larger cities. This 
had been the system followed all over the 
continent and was the beBt. 

Iu supporting this Mr, W. Morris remarked 
that in other directions good might be ac- 
complished. Tho present industries here 
should be fostered, and there were many in- 
duatriea lacking, suoh as glass works and 
woollen mills, which should be started and 
supported in tho city. Then all goods sent 
out from British Columbia should have tho 
name of tho Province stamped or labelled 
upon them. Ho thought a little advertise- 
roeot might be put on the salmon labols, for 
instance 

Mr. Milier hold that the effort ahould 
be to attract people with money by allowing 
what a good return could be had from cap- 
ital invested hero. 

Mr. Mason advocated having photographs 
of the oity and district published in the 
principal illustratod English papers. 

Capt. Cox, Bpeuking of his expericnoo in 
Japan, told of tho lack of knowledgo about 
Victoria thoro owing to tho want oi adver- 
tising. 

Mr. Gregory supported Mr. Ellis' idoa of 
Bending out a good illuatrated pamphlet, 
and suggested that tho question Bhould bo 
referred to a committeo to report. 

Mr. Jonaen thought a good lithograph of 
the city with all tho principal places 
marked on it, hung ,up in hotole, steamers 
and railway stations of largo citioB in vari- 
ous countrios would bo a good idea, which 
would work advantageously in connection 
with literature giving information. 

Mr. Cuthbert, in reference to attracting 
tourists, believed that tho streets of tho oity 
and tho natural advantogoa ahould bo im- 
proved, instead of being so neglected as in 
the paBt. 

After a little further exchange of viewB 
tho matter waa roferrod to a committeo to 
be appointed lator by the Preaident. 

The following now members worn oloctod : 
Thoa. Shaw, B W. Poarso, C. J. V. Spratt, 
0. H. Stiokela, R. H. Payne, of Spoiling & 
Co., bankers, London. 

Tho Preaident touchod on the aubjaot of 
the reading room, advising tho membora to 
introduce visiting friends there and help to 
popularize it. Ho stated that contributions 
for tho permanunt exhibit ahowiDg tho re 
Bouroea of tho Provinco would be gladly re- 
ceived from members. 

Tho mooting adjourned Bubj?ct to the call 
of the Preaident.

NEW Westminstkr, Oct. 12 — (Speoiol)— 
The balloon aeuenaion und paraohuto drop 
in connection with the fair fporta wus to 
day a porfoob suocesfl, and a decidedly 
pretty feature, The ueronaut on alighting 
was carried on the shoulders of tho crowd, 
and the uction voioed the sentiment of all 
the spectators, who experienced an almost 
irrepreasiblo deBire to demonstratively wel- 
come back tho aeronaut from his perilous 
trip. 

Directly after the ascenBion, Markeborg, 
the aeronaut, w ho is a quiet-mannered Ger- 
man, chatted with a Colonist reporter. 

This was, ho said, hia ono hundred and 
thirty-eighth trip into tho ethor. He waa 
oallouaed to danger, and besides the pleasant 
exhilaration, ho felt tho samo 4,000;feet 
above tho earth as on it. 

At thia lust aaoonaion tho balloon went up 
2,000 feet towarda the river, struck another 
current of air and travelled back to the fair 
grounde, riaing 4,500 feet in all. It re- 
mained stationary at that hoight. When 
the aeronaut dropped tho air waa cold up 
there, but us Boon us he struck the warm air 
ho oumo down quickly. 

Markeberg knew Marble, who had bom 
his assistant in preparing his ballnnnB for 
ascent for a long time. Marble lost his life 
by not dropping before he roachod tho 
river. 

When Markoberg left tho balloon he low- 
ered himself below the bar and hung by hia 
tenth to a strap, waving two flags and per- 
forming other huir-ruiaiug feats. He landed 
in Mr. Brymner'a garden aa if alighting 
from a couch, and hia possage to the fair 
grounds waa accompanied by an immense 
ovation. 

Markeberg goes up again to-morrow for a 
silver collection from tho spectators. The 
aeronaut waa 72 Beoonda descending from 
tho balloon to the ground, jj 

A verdict of accidental death was ren- 
dered at tho inquoat over the romains of 
Marble, tho aeronaut killed Wednesday, 
with no blame attached to anyone. The 
body waa Bhipped to hia mother at EdiBnn, 
Wash. Soper, in diaouBBing tho accident, 
aaid that poor Marble waa warned by him 
over und over again to drop before he got to 
the river. He was trying to reaoh tho other 
side, bitf got out of the upper ourrent and 
dropped straight. 

THOMAS BAILEY ALDRICH. 

The Boston Magazine ilditor on a Visit to 
the Pacific Coast. 

Vancouver, Oct. 12 — (Special)— Thomaa 
Bailey Aldrich, tho American author, is at 
the Hotel Vancouver. He began his career 
in the counting house of hia uncle, a New 
York merchant, where ho remained Beveral 
yeara, during which period he began to 
write for the papers and magazines. Many 
of his contributions wore subsequently pub- 
lished in independent form. Ho wroto for 
the Knickerbocker and Putnam's Magazino 
among other aerials and is now editor of the 
Atlantic Monthly. 

WEST INDIAN CYCLONE. 

Immense Amonnt of Damage Done-Progress 
of the Gale— Many Uvea Lost. 

Halifax, N.S., Oot. 12 —Mail advices 
to-day from Jamaica give particulars of the 
vast damuge dono by the oyclone which 
paaaed near the ialand recently. The hurri- 
cane, it ia stated, aot in from the ocean In a 
northerly direction, ita edge touching 
Martinique, where two vbesoIb and 
a few lighters were driven ashore. 
It then passed more directly ovor Domi- 
nioo, which lies between Martinique and 
Guadeloupe, and there great damage waa 
dono. Tho cocoa and lime estates, the 
road" and jetties all Buffered soverely, and 
one schooner was wrecked in the ohanuel 
separating tho island from Guaduloupo. Tho 
royal mail ateamahip Trent fortunatoiy met 
only the odge of tho disturbance and did not 
experience its full severity. She lay to for 
fourteen hours and than proceeded to Dom- 
inica. Oa the next island tho path 
of the cyclone wus Guadulcupo, which 
sustained great damage. The wind 
began to blow early in tho morning 
aud during tho day increased to hurricane 
force. At Point Pitre, ou Grand Terre, tho 
oustern part of the French colony, the 
atrectB were strewn with trees und tho telo- 
phono wirea were blown down. Tho news 
trom tho other parts of the island, aa well bb 
Guadaloupo proper, ia scanty, and it is pro 
bablo that tho full ex' eot of tho damage has 
not yot boon ascertained. 

The French mail atoamer Amoriquo wub 
not bo fortunate as tho English. She 
woatherod the cyclone, but was driven 
aBhoro on a reef off Point Pitre, within 
sight of her destination. It Is not stated 
whether or not thoBO on beard wero saved. 
The cyclono swung around and proceeded in 
a woaterly dirootion, touching Antigua and 
St. Kitts. At Antigua a aloop wai wrecked 
und three lives loat, and at St. Kitta aovcrul 
small craft wont down during tho night 
and ten men wero drowned. St. Thomas Is 
more westerly and a t ill further to tho north 
of Jamoioa, but oven thore a strong easterly 
gale was experienced. The cyclono pasaod 
aouth of Puerto Rico, bound atruigbt woBt. 
It waa thought the high Ianda of Santo Dom- 
ingo might change ita courBO, but thiB 
proved not to be tho case, and if Santo 
Domingo did not autfor, its BiBter port

St. PETERSBURG, Oot. 12. — Advices re- 
ceived here atato that tho Cz»r and Czarina 
yesterday visited Maasandra and returned 
through Yalta. Along tho route they were 
given an ovation. The Czirwill leave the 
Crimea for Corfu on Tuesday night. Count 
Bondondorff Iibb gone thero already to 
mako preparations. The latest accounts 
show that tho Czir ia muoh bettor. The 
diapatoh continues : The manner in which 
ho performed all the ceremonies incident to 
tho journey to Livadia showed that he can- 
not be in Buch a torribly oritioal condition 
as thogoBsips would havo us believe. 

Vienna, Oct. 12.— The only authentic 
news received hero relative to the Czar la 
that he ia inaccessible to all except the mem- 
bers of his family and his physician. It ia 
stated that Professor Leydon's report has 
been reported to all the Russian diplomatic 
mieeiona abroud. 

Berlin, Oct. 12 — A member of the staff 
of the Russian embassy of this city says that 
tho Czir fully expects to die, but Is eager 
for his removal to Corfu, which is believed 
to be the only ohance to save his life. Prof. 
Leydon persiats in his rather favorable diag- 
nosis of the Cxir's case, and fully believes 
that if it is left entirely In his hands he will 
be able to effect a cure. The Czar is inces- 
santly worried, first about the apparently 
approaching death of hia son George, and 
aecondly, by the oonduot of the Czarewitob, 
who stubbornly nfuees to marry the Prin- 
cess Alix. The Russians assign the refusal 
to the great love of tho Oz*rewitch for his 
mistreBB, who seems to have such a hold 
upon him that for the Bake of keeping her 
he has offered to renounce his right to the 
sucoesslon to the throne. At the same time 
tbo Czar fears for tho welfare of Russia, 
perhaps for tho peace of Europe, if a regency 
la noceaaary. These worries, Prof. Leydeu 
assertB, constitute the graveat feature of 
the Czar'a case. 

London, Oct. 12 — A dispatch from Ber- 
lin Bays : An extensive plot against the 
Czar baB been discovered. A large number 
of army officers are in it Many arrestB are 
said to have been made already at Warsaw, 
Odeasa and Klcff. 

A Berlin dispatch to the Times says the 
Grand Duke and Grand Duchess Vladimir 
attended a regimental ball at Rostock laat 
evening. They are in daily reooipt of bul- 
letins telling of tho Czir's condition. Thoir 
presence at tho ball loads to the inference 
that thero is no immediato cause for alarm,
